irrigation. 
There is some irrigable land in .all 
parts of the state, but by far the 
largest proportion of it is in the

which have running streams in them 
offer opportunity for the practice of 
irrigation on any thing more than 
a truck gardening scale.” 
Mr. Knapp said that irrigation in i 
Western Kansas practiced by pump-1 
lug water from wells is a "sa& 
sound and profitable undertaking 
with any crop”.

experiments at

Station, 
where the water is lifted more than 
a hundred feet, which showed that 
the application of $2 worth of water 
to alfalfa produced a ton of hay.

prisoners escaped from the Oklaho­ 
ma state penitentiary daring 1910, 
according to the annual report of 
Dr. J. G. Duncan, record clerk. This 
number is three more than es­ 
caped in 1918. Of those escaping, 
36 were apprehended and return­ 
ed to the prison, leaving 24 still at 
large. 
Last year 31 of the escapers 
were returned. 
According to Dr. Duncan, most 
of the escapes occured from road 
camps and a number from the state 
farm at Aylesworth. The opportun­ 
ity offered while away from tho 
prison waUs is too great a tempta­ 
tion to resist. A number of these 
are "trusties.” The percentage of 
trusties taking advantage of their 
liberties is so small, however, com­ 
pared to their entire number and 
the cost of maintaining a camp of 
trusties is so greatly decreased from 
what it might be if a larger number 
of guards were necessary, that the 
custom of allowing prisoners of ex­ 
emplary conduct additional freedom 
is considered a paying! one. 
Dr. 
Duncan says. Escapes of prisoners 
from the prison proper are rare. 
Most of the escapes occur during 
July and August, records show. The 
greater difficulty of hiding while 
making the escape in winter is given 
as the cause. 
Escaped convicts in 
winter are driven to seek shelter 
in houses and from people while 
in summer they can more easily 
avoid detection by hiding in barns, 
straw-stacks and in the woods un­ 
til they get far away from the 
scene of their escape. 
Five full pardons were granted 
by Governor Robertson during the 
year. 
One hundred and twenty- 
nine paroles were issued. A total of 
427 prisoners were released on ex­ 
piration pardons after they had serv- 
edd their full terms.

To enforce constitutional prohibi­ 
tion, congress enacted a bill so dras­ 
tic that a man can be fined or put 
in jail for even displaying a picture 
of a brewery or a keg. Right to 
store liquor in one's own home for 
personal use stood up, however, 
against vigorous attacks in both 
senate and house. 
Alcoholic beverages still may be 
produced for medicinal and sacra­ 
mental uses, and alcohol will con­ 
tinue to be made for scientific abd 
industrial purposes, but many safe­ 
guards are provided that the law 
shall not be violated. The home 
manufacture and 
consumption"* of 
non-intoxicating cider 
and 
fruit 
juices is permitted by law. In the 
manufacture of cereal drinks, com­ 
monly referred to as "near beer,” it 
was provided that other names shall 
be used than beer or porter. 
Places where intoxicating liquors 
are sold can be declared a nuisance 
and abated as such, and the persons 
guilty of maintaining them are pun­ 
ishable under the criminal sections 
of the enforcement law. Punish­ 
ments for violation of the law vary, 
according to the nature of the vio­ 
lation and whether it is a first or 
subsequent offense, 
the penalties 
running as high as $2,000 fine and 
two years* imprisonment. Advertis­ 
ing ol liquors by any means or 
method is prohibited. 
Search for contraband liquor is 
permitted under warrants, except 
that private dwellings may not be 
searched unless used for illegal sale 
or in part for business purposes. 
Seised whiskey and property usqd 
in illegal sale or transportation are 
to be destroyed, the owner having 
no property rights in it.

The constitutional amendment was 
finally adopted by congress on Dec- 
|18, 1917, with a restrictive clause, 
; hitherto unknown in legislative pro­ 
cedure, that it would be inoperative 
unless ratified within seven years. 
It required only 13 months. The 
vote in the House was 281 to 128 
and in the Senate 65 to 20. 
Submission of the amendment to* 
the states came at a time when 
many legislatures were assembling. 
Mississippi quickly put its approval 
on the amendment and was followed 
in order by Virginia, 
Kentucky,

ently are not v{ewed with alarm 
by the reform 
forces. After the 
Supreme Court upheld the consti­ 
tutionality of war-time prohibition 
and 
the measures to enforce it, 
Wayne B. Wheeler, general counsel 
of the Anti-batoon League of Ameri­ 
ca, announced that the only question 
left on which the wets could make a 
fight was whether prohibition was 
a proper subject for constitutional 
action and whether the amendment 
had been adopted legally. He con­ 
tended there was no doubt on the 
subject. New Jersey officials, who 
searched state department records 
of the ratification of the amend­ 
ment, announced they had found no 
variations in language which would 
warrant attacking it. 
Enforcement of constitutional pro­ 
hibition 
was lodged by congress 
with the Bureau of Internal Reve­ 
nue, which for years has been in 
close touch with distilling and brew­ 
ing interests in the collection of ex­ 
cise taxes and active iii running 
down "moonshiners." Evidence col­ 
lected by the Bureau will be used 
in prosecutions by the department 
of justice. 
Commissioner Roper has establish­ 
ed an entirely separate division in 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue for 
the 
enforcement 
of 
prohibition, 
headed by John F. Kramer of Mans­ 
field, Ohio, as prohibition commis­ 
sioner for the United States. He will 
have under him nine federal super-1 
visors in charge of as many dis- 
filets, a director in each state and 
a mobile force which can be shifted 
from place to place as conditions 
demand. 
Mr. Roper has made plain, how­ 
ever, that enforcement of prohibi-i 
tion depends largely on local senti­ 
ment and has appealed to citizens * 
of the United States to give their 
co-operation to unholding the lawj 
of the country. Federal forces, he 
said, would be used to reinforce 
local efforts, and where any state, 
officer failed in his duty his con­ 
stituents would be informed. 
Approximately 
$500,000,000 in 
taxes has been collected annually 
on alcoholic beverages, which now 
will have to be obtained by the 
government in some other way. 
Prohibition sentiment, culminat­ 
ing in the epoch-making amendment 
to the constitution, has been grow­ 
ing steadily in this country since 
808, according to records compiled 
by the Board of Temperance of the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church. 
At 
that time, a demand for moderation 
in the use of ardent spirits arose, 
followed ten years later by an even 
broader movement for abstinence 
from ardent spirits and for modera­ 
tion in the use of malt liquors. This 
in turn gave way, in 1840, to senti­ 
ment for abstinence from ail alco­ 
holic beverages. 
Agitation for abolition of the prac­ 
tice of licensing the sale of liquors 
did not come until 1947, resulting 
four years later' in the enactment 
o f' prohibition laws in Maine, the 
first state to put prohibition into 
effect. Kansas was second in 1820 
and North Dakota third in 1889. 
Meanwhile,

grown to such proportions that a 
National 
Prohibition 
Party 
was 
formed at a convention in Chicago, 
September I, 1869.

Federation of Labor called by Presi­ 
dent Edgard Fenton to take. action 
relative to the proposed open shop 
campaign which will be opened by 
the Employers’ association when it 
meets here Friday. 
The statement goes 
on to say 
that “the members of organised la­ 
bor have learned to fight for free­ 
dom in the trenches in France; 
learned to sacrifice, to give thg lives 
of its members on the battlefield) 
for an ideal. In the battle now pro­ 
posed by our enemies in the indus­ 
trial field, we shall, if necessary, 
and if forced to do so, continue to 
apply the lessons learned and to 
support to the last those brothers 
of ours who are being made the 
object of attack of unscrupulous 
employers.” 
Calin, deliberative consideration of 
the problem now confronting organ­ 
ised labor is urged. It is recom­

BITION WILL FIND HER WITH 
WARE HOUSES BULGING 
WITH “LOKKER”

LOUISVILLE, 
Ky., 
Jan. 
15.— 
John Barleycorn's knockout, defi­ 
nitely completed 
tomorrow 
when 
he takes the final count'with the 
advent of national prohibition, will 
be keenly felt in Kentucky where 
bonded warehouses bulge with un­ 
attainable millions of gallons of 
prime to ordinary “drinking likker”, 
as Kentuckians commonly express 
it. 
Early in December best estimates 
were that 35,000,000 gallons with 
an ordinary wholesale value of about 
$400,000,000 were under the guard­ 
ianship of Unde Sam, being mellow­ 
ed and awaiting withdrawal from 
bond. 
Most of it, whiskey men say, 
is there yet in stout oak barrels 
subject to slow evaporation— “Out 
rage**, interna! revenue men term It 
—destruction by the elements and 
other commercial hazards, including 
possible theft. 
Its visis8itudes form an interest­ 
ing chapter. 
Early in 1919 its own­ 
ers refused to be stampeded by the 
probable advent of wartime prohib­ 
ition. 
When they saw* that law be­ 
come effective July I, they sat 
tight 
and 
awaited 
developments. 
With the constitutionality of the 
wartime law determined early In 
December they were shocked into 
action and vainly tried to export it. 
now they wait, hoping for a miracle 
that will enable them to convert it 
from a liability into an asset and 
turn it into cash. 
They had pinned their hopes on 
executive action in lifting the war­ 
time bane. 
'Tomorrow,*' 
it 
was 
whispered, 
“President. Wilson 
by 
proclamation will declare demobi­ 
lization of the army completed and 
the whiskey ban will be off. 
“Tomorrow" never came. 
Finally came a ruling from the 
Department of Internal revenue al­ 
most coincident with the Supreme 
Court's wartime prohibition decis­ 
ion, that all whiskey intended for 
export must be out of the country 
by January 16 when constitutional 
prohibition was to become effective. 
A scramble ensued for a safe har­ 
bor in the prohibition storm. In­ 
terests at southern ports with their 
rail connections, suggested Cuba as 
a 
convenient 
place 
to 
sequester 
John Barley corn. Railroads came 
forward with offers of cars, port 
interests and steamship companies 
bid for the potential business, and 
the United States Shipping Board of­ 
fered to allocate enough skips to 
move the whiskey stock to the Is­ 
land. 
Then the blow fell. Neither Ha­ 
vana, nor any other Cuban port had 
warehouse facilities 
sufficient 
to 
care for the ocean of liquid which 
was about to be outlawed. Ingenious 
minds suggested shipments of col­ 
lapsible American steel houses along 
with whiskey shipments to be quick­ 
ly erected in Havana or vicinity. 
It sounded well until somebody be­ 
gan to figure on the cost. A dis­ 
tiller announced the belief that the

who tried it and the plan was aban­ 
doned.

Honest publicity is the best cure 
for the threatened evils of Bolshe­ 
vism,”

President 
Jardine. 
“There should, however, be a bet­ 
ter understanding between opera­ 
tors and their workmen. To this 
end educators should urge that op­ 
erators publish to their workmen 
the facts of their respective indus­ 
tries, thus enlisting their coopera­ 
tion instead of their blind, destruct­ 
ive opposition and should advocate 
the participation of labor in the 
management and profit of industry.” 
Pointing out in what sense Bol­ 
shevism conflicts with the principles 
of 
democracy. 
President 
Jardine 
stated that under Bolshevism; 
The schools are entirely domin­ 
ated by the “autocracy of the pro­ 
letariat.” 
Freedom of speech and freedom 
of press are denied. 
All religious and denominational 
institutions suppressed. 
All church property nationalized; 
right of the church to solemnize 
marriage is denied. 
The family, a social unit in Amer­ 
ica, loses this characteristic. (The 
sanctity of the home easily is in­ 
vaded by the compulsory sharing 
of homes and the nationalization 
of women—a weapon used against 
the upper classes and as formerly 
advocated by Karl Marx “is de­ 
structive of family life and of the 
principle of the sanctity 
of 
the 
home.”.)’

the government for the whiskey that 
remained in this country after today 
One almost immediate result of 
the permanent ban clamped down 
today may be the closing for good 
of the 300 Louisville saloons that 
survived the wartime law by con­ 
version into soft-drink dispensories. 
A number of the proprietors de­ 
clared that they cannot operate un­ 
der present profits and therefore 
expect to begin new businesses. 
uSvK antime’ the 
real w°rk of pro­ 
hibition enforcement officers began 
today. They were said to be ready 
to suppress all violatibns of the law 
in this state.
